MINERAL LANDS. NOT 
RMILROAD LANDS. 


There have been some mtovivlng* 


entertained by cltlsena and prospectors 
about the term* of the grant of putllc 
lands made by the government to the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company. 


There has been land patented to the 


comrany which to highly mineralised 
and on which mining claims have been 
made: for that reason It may be In- 
teresting to know the terms of the 
grant respecting mineral land*. The 
Journal has made a few extract* from 
the grant for the nurpOM of "Ivlnr 
those Interested in mining some id«a 
of Its term*.
